Before the United 
the war, two of the 
places in the city of Lisbon, 
of Portugal, were rather dingy 
ping offices. One of them had a cer- 
tain air of romance about it, for it 
belonged to Pan Americen Airways 
whose big Clipper planes were sup- 
posed to fly from Lisbon to New York 
three times a week. It was on one 
of the main streets in downtown Lis- 
bon, in the district occupied by the 
banks, the money changers and the 
pawn shops. All of these places were 
well known to thousands of refugees 
from Nazi-dominated Europe, who 
had escaped to the freedom of Lisbon 
and who hoped to go on to the United 
States or somewhere else in the New

World, out of Hitler’s reash. It was 
easy to imagine these refugees mak- 
ing their hopeless rounds. And no 


place would be more hopeless than 
the ticket offices of Pan American 
Airways, for only the greatly privi- 
leged with “pull” at Washington or 
London, or Ottawa, ever set foot in 
these ships with wings.

This was a steamehip 
company, with ambitions to take to 
the air as well and break th mono- 
poly enjoyed by Pan American.

The company was sending 
three ships a month to Lisbon. And 
the most famous of them all was the 
S. S. Excambion. 

Out of Europe by Refugee Ship— 


The eight Canadian editors, tem- 


porarily stranded in Lisbon, had re- 
turn tickets for the Clipper, but the 
weather was interfering with plane 


schedules and danger was drawing 
closer all the time. There would not 
even be a boat out for two weeks if 
we did not go by the Excambion, so, 
one or two at a time, we gave in to 
the ineviteble, turned our Clipper 
tickets over to the British Embassy 
and received boat tickets in exchange. 

The Atlantic is wide between Lis- 
bon and New York, about twice as 


wide as from Newfoundland to Ire-

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land. The water is blue and warm 
With occasional dolphins jumping out 
ot the waves and playing around the 


ship. 
There was some delay in leaving 
Lisbon. Ihad come on board early, 


after paying out my last few escudos 
to the Portugese police guard at the 
wharf entrance — their last chance 
to get graft out of the departing tra- 
vellers. I had intended to keep that 
money for souvenirs and was a bit 
sore about it. 

The harbor was interesting, as all 
harbors” are. From the land side, 
big cranes were lifting casks of wine, 
crates of raisins and figs, and boxes 
of unmarked goods. On the river side, 
odd little sailing vessels, unchanged 
from Phoenician days, had cargoes 
of cork brought from the _ interior. 
They were family affairs, evidently, 
and inhabited not only by people but 
by dogs, hens and fighting cocks. 

It was dark when the Excambion 
pulled out and sailed down the broad 
Tagus river. Now that I was leaving 
it, Lisbon looked lovely, set on its 
seven hills, one of the few brillintly 
lighted cities !eft in Europe. The last 
bit of Europe I could see was the red 
neon sign over the gambling casino 
at Estoril. 

There was a feeling of tension on 
board that decreased gradually as the 
days passed, but flared up again as 
fresh news came in. Just before the 
Excambion left Lisbon, there came 
word that an American destroyer had 
been torpedoed by the Germans. It 
seemed that the United States might 
be in the war at any moment. Two 
days out, we heard that an American 
passenger ship had been sunk just 
south of us. Boat drill took on a new 
earnestness... 

About half-way across the Atlantic 
there was fresh anxiety. A grey ship 
was approaching from the north, giv- 
ing no signal. It looked like a mer- 
chantman, but as it came closer, the 
passengers with glasses could see its 
guns. The Canadians took it for 
granted that it was a ship of the 
British Navy, and it seemed that some 
of the enemy aliens on board feared 
the same thing. If it came alongside, 
somebody seemed likely to be taken 
off, whether British of German. The 
grey ship crossed our bows, several 
miles ahead and then put on speed 
and was quickly out of sight. None of 
us ever knew what ship it was, but 
the Captain shared our wiew that it 
was British. From that time on, we 
felt safer. 

The Excambion travelled alone, not 
in convoy. It was lighted at night, 
and had an American flag painted on 
the side. It made just two more trips 
after that, before being taken over 
by the American Navy. There must 
have been thousands of sad hearts in 
Lisbon when it sailed away for the 
last time. 

Living With Adventure 

The stories of the people on that 
ship would have filled a library, and 
many of them were horror stories. 
I mentioned some of them in the first 
story of this series, written while on 
the Atlantic. But I omitted the most 
exciting of them all.

As parachutes are used to save life 
in an emergency, the utmost care is 
taken of them at all times, Neglect 
on the part of the rigger may cause 
expensive repair, or worse, may cost 
someone his life. The chutes must 
be kept dry and away from oil or 
gasoline, afew drops of which will de- 
teriorate the silk. The Rigger inspects 
all parachutes at least once a month 
at which time they are repacked. A 
careful check on this important phase 
of his work is kept by means of a 
Parachute Log Book which must be 
entered by the Rigger giving the ser- 
viceability state and the date of re- 
packing. 

Parachute Riggers are given an ex- 
tensive training course and must be 
highly proficient in their trade. At- 
tention to detail is of a necessity im- 
portant and the Rigger cannot get by 
with sloppy or indifferent work. That 
he is an important cog in the mach- 
inery of the air force comes home to 
an airman as he plummets to earth 
and, pulling the rip cord, breathes a 
fervent prayer that his rigger has 
been on the job.

OW swiftly we get new geography 
H And how far 
spread 


lessons these days! 
do these Japanese admirals 
themselves! By attacking the Aleutian | 
Islands they shift the scene of war in 
the Pacific 8,000 to 10,000 miles from 
the Bay of Bengal and the Coral Sea. 

By the time this is read enough may 
be known about these attacks to dis- 
close the Japanese purpose clearly. So 
far they look like forays designed to | 
test American defenses in Alaska or 
forestall attack from the north, Like 
any offensive, they enjoy the advan- | 
tages of surprise and of making the 
defender prepare at many points. 

Certain distance factors place Japan 
at a disadvantage for an invasion of 
Alaska though landings might be 
simple on a far flung coastline. From 
Seattle or Spokane, Dutch Harbor is 
only about 1,700 miles, Reinforcements 
particularly air reinforcements can go 
quickly and by protected routes. On 
present information the attack ap- 
pears to have more connection with 
Tokyo's plans with Siberia, 

Dutch Harbor, Which until recently 
was only a village with a trading 
post, a fuel oi! depot, and a naval ra- 
dio station, received its name because 
of the tradition that a Duteh ship 
first entered its bay, a bulletin from 
the National Geographic Society 
points out. Russian navigators, how- 
ever, early came this way, They knew 
the then-busy fur-sealing centre by its 
native Eskimo name of Udakta.

AGREEMENTS OF 

VAST IMPORTANCE 
RUSSIA, BRITAIN, U. S. IN ACCORD 
ON SECOND FRONT 

Russia, the United States, and Great 
Britain have reached a complete iden- 
tity of views on opening a second front 
against Germany in Europe this year. 

Tis military information of perhaps 
decisive importance in winning the 
war was brought about by the per- 
sonal negotiations of Vyacheslaff M. 
Molotoff, Soviet Commissar for For- 
eign Affairs, who has been secretly 
in London and Washington for the 
past three weeks, 

Prior to his unannounced arrival 
in Wash., May 29, Mr. Molotoff and An 
thony Eden, British Foreign Secretary 
concluded in behalf of their two Gov- 
ernments a 20-year mutual assistance 
treaty. 

Separate Russo-British and Russo- 
American agreements were reached. 
They embody the same purposes, the 
most intimate, vigorous, and insepar 
able conduct of the war, a guarantee 
against any independent peace and a 
pledge of the fullest collaboration in 
postwar seconstruction.

Beginning July Ist, no one will be permitted to buy 
sugar for regular domestic use without a ration 
coupon. 


Prompt co-operation on the part of the public in 
filling out and returning their application cards is 
necessary to ensure return of the ration coupon 
card in time to purchase sugar on or after the 
above date. 


Remember—the amount of sugar allowed each indi- 
vidual under the new coupon rationing plan will be 
exactly the same as allowed at present—4 pound per 
person per week.

The leader of the Opposition gave a 
hint by telling a story of the late 
President Coolidge: This man of few 
words, went to church.

The United Kingdom is still the only 
market for export wheat but the Gov- 
ernment will buy 280 million bushels 
instead of 230 million as of last year. 


The price will be 90c instead of the 
70v of last year, for teh initial pay- 
ment. A minimum price of 60c for bar- 
ley, 45c for oats and $2.25 for Flax has 
been fixed. All prices are on the Ft. 
William basis. Two dollars an acre 
will be paid on land taken from wheat 
and seeded to barley, flax, rye, peas, 
corn, clover grasses or summer-fal- 
lowed. The payment is based on the 
reduction of Wheat acreage in 1942 
as compared with the 1940 acreage. 

It is likely that the P. F. A. pay- 
ments will only apply to a township if 
the yield is eight bushels per acre, or 
less. The increase of 20c per bushel 
will bring an additional $1.60 per acre, 
or more, per acre as compared with 
last year. War requirements call for 
more hogs, milk, beef, wool, eggs, bar- 
ly and flax, cheese, etc. 

The bonuses that have been paid 
have helped many farmers to tide over 
the evil days but they have been sadly 
disappointing to some on account of 
the slowness of payment. Much corres- 
pondence, many inspections, discrep- 
ancies in figures and misunderstand- 
ings of the Regulations. It is felt by 
manythat, as the money is coming 
from the taxpayers, that a good price 
should be paid by the Government for 
farm products and a system of crop 
insurance should be started to save 
the farming industry. This, togeth- 
er with a vigorous Irrigation policy to 
construct more dugouts, stock water- 
ing reservoirs, irrigation and water 
conservation schemes would go a 
long way toward making a happy, 
contented, prosperous people occupy- 
ing real home-like homes.
